Gainesville, Texas - In Bull Perfor- 
uneeText No, 32 completed April 11, 
1981 by the Cooke County College Beef 
Evaluation Center, 12 Pinzgaucr bulls 
consigned by Dan Scott Pinzgauers, 
Murchison; Skyview Farms, Sherman; 
ind Sparks Pinzgauer Farms, Victoria 
lipped other beef breeds in the test by 
pining .69 pounds more per day than 
the average of the other bulls in the 
teat, according to W. J. Sparks III. 

The Pinzgauers had an average daily 
pin of 9.85 pounds for the 140-day test, 
u compared to an average of 2.96 
pounds per day gain by the Brangus, 
Santa Gertrudis, Slmmenlal and Beof- 
miatef, Charbray and Beefalo in the 
tut. Of the 30 bulb in the test, nine uf 
the top gaining bulls were Pinzgauers, 
ind six of those bulb gained more than 
loor pounds per day during the lest. 

The highest gaining individual bull 
wu Pinzgauer No. 223 owned by Sky- 
Ykv Farms. Sired by the purohlood 
Pinzgauer bull, Ambassador, No. 223 
hid an average daily gain of 4.67 
pounds and a gain index ratio of 141 as 
wmpared to the average of the test 
roup. 

Second high gaining bull was No. 229 
nned by Sparks Pinzgnuer Farms. 
SI«d by Wotan Jr., No. 229 posted an 
wrage daily gain of -1.14 pounds, and 
nADG indox ratio of 126. No. 229 had 
ihe highest weight per day of age at 


3.17 pounds and a WDA index of 121. 

Sparks said, more importantly, the 
Pinzgauer bulb had a feed conversion 
ratio of (1.08 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain, ns compared to a feed conversion 
ratio of 8.38 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain Hvoraged by bulls of Lhe other 
brneds. 

Pinzgauer bull No. 229, as shown by 
tho tesL center's Scan-O-Grara, also had 
the top loin eye area of 16.35 square 
inches. Pinzgauer bulls overall had an 
average of 8/10ths square Inch larger 
loin oye area than the other breeds. 

Sparks No. 229 was sold to Kan 
Knowles of Honey Grove after the test 
was completed. Sparks said the selling 
price was about $100 above the test 
cost and original value of Lhe bull before 
tho test. 

There are six Pinzgauer bulls In the 
current test at Cooke College, and 17 
bulb of Angus.
